Farmers are paying from 12 
to lie a bushel tor threshing wheat 
and rye, 8 to lOc for oats and barley 
and stout 18e for flax, 


'Ihere is an unusually heavy mix- 


ture of wild oats and seed in the new- 
wheat, some of this dockage running 
as high as 50 per cent.
